Boyertowh;.':;VJPa., Jan. 14.— When 
nightfall ^piitt-.a stop to the, work of 
recovering tWe dead bodies • from the 
ruins of the Rhodes 'opera house, where 
last night's holocaust occuiTod, the 
olticlal roll of victims numbered 167. 
AVhether any more bodies are buried 
beneath the ruins cannot be positively 
stated, but it is the belief of those 
who had charge of the gruesome work 
that all of the dead have been re- 
moved and that the total list of vic- 
tims will not go above 170. 

The ratio of women and girls to' men 
and boys is about nine to one. 

It WiXi almost daylight this morning 
befors the flames were extinguished 
and rescuers were able to enter the 
ruins and remove the dead. The morn- 
ing was .bitterly..c,ol,a,..an(i |?y. the time 
t h numbp1afiBui3;€t*hitfsite4 ''flrerii^^ Ijei- 
gan tlJEp. task;,'6f dlsehtarigilng 'the re- 
mains the -entire ruins were coated 
with ice and there was danger of the 
walls falling.' The work went on 
slowly at first, and -it was ' seven 
o'clock before the first body was re- 
covered and removed. Coroner Stras- 
ser, of -Reading, who reached the scene 
shortly after midnight last night, had 
a detail of men ready to tag the bodies 
and keep a record of the description of 
every corpse removed. The bodies 
were so badly burned, however, that 
there wag little to describe them by, 
and it is safe to say that not half the 
victims will ever bo IdGntlllod. The 
second victim was taken out about a 
half hour after the first, then the work 
of recovery was rapidly proceeded witli. 

By noon tlie rescuers became thor- 
oughly exhausted, Jfrom , the cold, . and 
labor for a' time .waa "alin 
to a staiidstiU. ^ FortunateM'the Phil- 
adelphia: and JRjBMl&g^SattMfe com- 

ent - of thei Steading dlvisloHt- .'to the 
scene to see what the company could 
do, and Mr. Kicfer offered the com- 
pany's assistance to Coroner Strasser- 
Chief Burgess Koeheler was unable 
to furnish men to help, and Coroner 
Strasser immediately availed himself 
of the railroad's proffer. Within an 
iiour the company had two carloads 
of laborers and carpenter.^ on the 
ground, and the work of recovering 
bodies moved so rapidly that victims 
were being taken from the ruins at 
the rate oi two every five minutes. 

The Rhodes opera house was locat- 
ed on the second floor of a three- 
story bullding_ and the third floor was 
used for lodge" rooms. The entire liall 
was a largo room, about 50 feet wide 
and 75 feet long. There was a stair- 
way at the front of the. building and 
a narrow exit in the rear Of tli^ stage. 
The fire escaped were built on both 
sides and In front, of the 'building. 

So far as ,ban be learned there were 
about 425 persons packed "in the room, 
most of whom were adults. The num- 
ber of children present was compar- 
atively small. There were about 65 
persons, all local talent, on the stage, 
who wore giving a performance of 
"The Scottish Reformation." 

The entertainment was nearly over, 
the audience waiting for tlie curtain 
to go up for the last part, when some- 
thing went wrong with the calcium 
Ilglu apparatus, which was perched 
on a small platform near the front en- 
trance of the building at the back of 
the audience- The light was in charge 
of IL W. Fisher, of Carlisle, Pa., and 
he says a rubber tube slipped from 
one of the tanks.

There was .absolutely no panic up 
to this time, and nothing probably 
would have happened if one or more 
of the performers behind the curtain 
had not been curibu.9 to learn what 
was causing the noise.

Reason for Rejecting Dr. Hanna's 
Claim to San Francisco Coad- 
jutorship 



Rome, Jan. 14. — Cardinal Gotti, Pre- 
fect of the congregation of the Propa- 
ganda, made a report today to the 
Pope of the meeting held yesterday. 
Ho declared that the failure to select 
Rev. Kdward J. Hanna of Rochester, 
for the office of Coadjutor Archbishop 
of San Francisco did not assume any- 
thin;; of a personal nature against tiie 
candidate, even in tli(? eyes of those 
wlio opi)osi'(l his election, it being 
generally admitted that lie deserves 
tho post. But, .<ai(l Cardinal Gottl, it 
did n.jt seoin advisaljle under iiresent 
ircnm.stancoM, wlien the struggle 
against modernism l.-i being carried on 
so vigorously, and when other eccle- 
instics guUly of the same errors ot 
which 15r. Hanna has been accused 
have been punishorl, especially In 
France .and Germany. 

Vor this rcasDn, he said, it was 
deemed hulfs|]ensa))le tliat Dr. Hanna ( 
pulilicly (ieinonstrate that he Is not! 
guilty of the cliargos made ai^ainsi 1 
liim, explaining his oi)iaions with ro- 1 
gard to what he wrote in the Ameri- ! 
can Catholic Encyclopedia and New 
York Review, and publishing those 
explanations not only In America, but 
in France and Germany as well. 



Kenpra, Ont., Jan. 14.— The new 
■WDaple'Leaf flour mill, whicli has tak- 
en over two years to build, is now a 
blazing furnace and nothing can save 
it from entire destruction. 

The brigade was called about half 
past nine, but It soon, became appar- 
ent that the firemen could do Bcarce- 
ly anything. The water serylce took 
half an hour to adjust, 'aandr:' It waB 
useless when turned on. The' tank at 
the extreme top of the building, "which 
should have contained water, was 
empty. 

Very soon the flames took entire 
hold, and the whole of Kenora was 
lighted up. The glare of the flames 
made it possible to read a newspaper 
a mile away. Huge crowds watched 
the progres-i of the fire from the rail- 
way, although there was danger from 
falling sparks to tho people and pass- 
ing train.-i. As the fire reached the 
oleclric cable the flamos played round 
like demons. The whole was one In- 
ferno. 

It Is supposed that the fire origin- 
ated through a live wire In the centre 
of tho block. A high wind spread the 
flames and carried; thepi quickly to 
the adjoining block. ,' There is danger 
that aparljs may cfitch adjoining prop- 
erty. 

The mill U composed of two oblong 
biildings, 200 feet by 60, approached 
by a centre gangway. 

Tho elevator- is now blazing. The 
north wall fell and broke the tele- 
grajih wire and will delay traffic. 
Over a million ; dollars' damage , Is 
done- . ■ .

Washington, Jan. 14>r-The ' house 
committee ■ on Interstate and foreign 
commerce ;today had before It Colonel 
Goeihals; U.v S.' A., chairman of the 
Isthmian Canal commission, and the 
cliief engineer of construction. 
' The work- of building tho can.al. 
Colonel Goethals told the committee, 
was progressing. rWlth more satisfaction 
than ho hadtexii'eoted. He added that 
the numlier bif men on tlic canal and 
railroad payrolls fluctuated between 
30,000 and 40,000, mainly Spaniards, 
Italians and West Indian negroe.i. 

"Wo. have been getting more labor 
in the last few months than wo can 
u.'io," he .said. "There are no .\merl- 
caiiH on tlio labor rolls except a few 
machinists' helpers." 

As to the probable cost of the canal. 
Colonel Goethals said his estmate of 
$200,000,000 did not include, ^thei,?40,-. 
000,000 purchase price ,pild' ?by '■the 
United States to the old ciuial com- 
pany, nor the, $10,000,Q09 sIrtiMrly pald 
to Panama, therefore ' the •actual'! total 
computed cost would be $300,000,000'. 



INSANITY DEFENCE 



Thaw.'^' Counsel Pursue Plan of Show- 
' i Ing Himself and Family Ment- 
is ; ally Deranged 



New York, Jan. 14.— Tho attorney for 

Harry K- Thaw at his trial today began 
relentlessly to build up tho case of le- 
gal Insanity which they have InterpoHed 
In his Ijehalf as a defense for the killing 
of Stanford White. The two principal 
witnesses Of tlie day ;were; Prof. Charles 
H. ICoehler, of Winona, Minn., who acted 
as Instructor to Thaw in the Wooster, 
Ohio, university In 1886, and Mrs. Amy 
Grossett, of San Mateo, Cal., wlio at- 
tended Thaw as a trained nurse at Monto 
Carlo in lSy7. They both told of tlio 
young man's eccentricities and declared 
his manner was always Irrational. 

Dr. .Tohn T. Decmar, of Kittening, Pa., 
one of, tho Tliaw family physicians, also 
was heard, as were the attending phy- 
sicians of throe institutions for the in- 
sane where members of tho Thaw fam- 
ily, on both the paternal and maternal 
sides, were confined. 

District Attorney Jerome, by unex- 
pectedly Invoking tho sacred ijrlvilege of 
physician and--i patient,, blocked much of 
the .testimony as to the unsoundness of 
mind In the Thaw family, but the call- 
ing of tlio witness and tho questions 
they were not allowed by tho court to 
answer left an impression upon the jury. 
Mr. Jerome 'explained that the law com- 
pelled, him tdi.qbJeot to such testimony 
without ail express waiver from tho 
patients. Kven the nurse Who attended 
Tliaw was. not allowed to testify until 
Thaw personally had made a waiver of 
the confidential privilege in open court.

Tho entire Belgian 
iialiiui favored annexation and the 
opening of the Congo to civilization, 
but the majority of perjple were op- 
posed to tlie terms of the iirosent I 
treaty. Ncverllicloss, if all the politl- i 
cal )iarties united in a pi'opor spirit, j 
the i'remler hoped that .-i snlulinn of j 
the difficuitios would in time lie I'duiid. 

It is expected that the iiarliamentary 
commission will now indorse the ac- 
ceptable features of the treaty, but 
reject it as a whole. After this, and

Berlin, Jan. 14.— In tho rcichstag to- 
day Count von Kanltz pointed out tho 
unfavorable commercial balance of 
European commerce, ijarticularly Ger- 
many, towards the United States. He 
quoted statistics, concerning foreign 
trade, declaring: that; Ih l9Q6:'Germany 
had imported Aimerlcah goods to the 
value of 1,236,000,000 marks and had 
exported to the United States only 
036,000,000 marks 'worth. This left a 
balance of 600,000,000 marks in favor 
of the United States, but the Ameri- 
can statistics declared that this bal- 
ance amounted to only -391,000,000 
marks. This balance had not been 
recouped by shipping profits and 
dividends on American stocks in Ger- 
m;m hands. 

Dr. Theobold Bethmann-Hollweg, 
minister of the Interior, replied to

JAPAN CABINET ' 
IN DIFFICULTIES 



Resignations of Two Ministers 
Are Accepted by the 
Emperor 



PREMIER STAYS Jl\l OFFICE 



TroiiB'fe^^Caused' by Difference 
of Opinion Regarding 
Expenditure , I, . 



Toklo, Jan. 14.— The resignation of) 
tho entire cabinet ■ -was narrowly, 
averted today. ■ ' 

■ -The premier,. Marquis- Salonji, tend- 
ered, his resignation to - the emperor 
this afternoon at 4 o'clock, but his ma- 
jesty declined to receive It, while the 
alternatIve,resIghatIoris b£ -^Sooshlro Sa- 
kakanl, minister of ' finance; and of 
Minister Yamagata, minister of com- 
munlcatlon.s, were accepted. - : 

'Yoshiso Matsura, minister of justice, 
will combine the portfolio of llnanco, 
and Kelhara, minister of Iffterlor, will 
combine that of communications. 

This leaves the cabinet without any 
new elements, and removes the dis- 
putants who have been the disturbing 
factors for some time past. 

The information about the resign- 
ation of Isaburo Yamagata as minis-, 
tor of communications, announced by 
tho Associated Press on Jan. 11, was 
evidently correct, and the official de- 
nial made on the following day was 
probably Intended to tide oyer a perw, 
iod duringv which there was'^a posslbil- ! 
tiy of adjustment. 

The cabinet council today gave rise 
to some heated debates. Yamagata 
insisted upon the resignation of Sa- 
katani, who is responsible for the budy 
get, and who Is blamed by the cabltfet 
ministers because In 1907 he promised 
that there would be no Increase made 
in the taxation, nor wiiuld there be any 
resort to foreign loans In 1908. 

An investigation of tlie . situation 
convinced the cabinet officers' arid' el-: 
der statesmen that an increase of tax- 
ation, or in lieu thereoif a foreign loan,' 
would be unavoidable. Sakatanl en-- 
deavored to reduce the appropriations': 
for the army and navy, to which these' 
factions objected and they finally suc- 
ceeded in carrying their point. Sa- 
katanl thereupon attempted to reduce' 
the appropriations for railroads, and 
to this Yamagata made an objection. 
Sakatanl then Increased the general 
taxation, but this found strenuous ob- 
jections among the leading financiers 
and ban].;ers. Sakatanl finally decided 
to resign, and also insisted that his 
resignation should be accepted. Mar- 
quis SalonjI, the responsible head of 
the cabinet, and tho other members 
of the , cabinet who agreed with him 
finally decided on the following pro- 
gramme: Martinis SalOnji's resigna- 
tion -would be offered.-- If the emperor 
declined to accept It then the resigna- 
tions of Sakatanl ;andi.YamagataiWouldi, 
be offered, Matsura ;a:nd;-KeIharaVcon- 
senting to comblne'tthelrAportfollbs- In' • 
tho pursuance to this agreement. 

Premier Salonjt and Prince Ito wait- 
ed, on the emperor this morning. The 
emperor refused to accept tiie resig- 
nation of Saionji, but accepted ■ the 
resignations of Sakatanl and Yama-' 
gata. There probably will be somo 
changes in the budget, and the diet may . 
decide not to increase the taxation, 
but Instead reduce the appropriations 
for the army and na'vy. It may be de- 
cided to issue a loan to cover the de- 
ficit. , _ , ' . 
Growing, Opposition: ,> i, ' 

Washington; Jan."' Mr^Cable des- 
patches received here from Toklo dur- 
ing the past month have indicated that 
the Saionji ministry was meeting -with' 
growing opposition throughout the 
country, particularly because of the 
reduction made by it in the appropria- 
tions for military and development 
purposes. The elections in Japan are 
approaching, and the opposition ha.s 
been endeavoring to create a strong ' 
sentiment against the caliinet by 
means of a newspaper campaign, at- 
tacking prlnciiially the government's 
policy ot Increasing taxation and' 
limiting emigration. 

The financial programme was form- 
ally settled at a meeting of the council 
of Elder Statesmen hold on December 
17. It was one of retrenchment, and 
involved a reduction in the expenses 
of tho army and navy for the next six 
years, whereby the government Would . 
save $200,000,000. As soon, as this ■ 
programme'-vbecame known the op- 
posing inlnlsters began vigorous pro- 
test. The other departments declared 
that a miscalculation of $20,000,000 
had aroused widespread distrust In 
the - financial policy of the Saionji 
ministry, and three days ago .there' 
was a serious difficulty in tho cabinet 
because of the reduction in the ap- 
prciprlatlon for railroad construction.

Good Attendance ^Listens . to 
Argume'hts •'iXHh'e' North 
Ward School 



There -Avere war'm--perIod3 ' at the 
meeting hekVlast;evenlng In the North 
Ward public solioolifi-at . which the 
mavoraltv .aldepmanlc'-" and trustee 
candidates addressed a good sized 
audience. There were s'?veval warm 
passages between the speakers .and 
audience appeared not averse to tak- 
ing part In the discussion but the pro- 
ceedings as a who;c were orderly and 
each speaker was given a patient 
hearing and was generously applaud- 
ed. 

.1. Smith was selected ;ih chairman 
and ('ailed upon the candidates for 
scliool trustee to speak .first, Robert 
Krskine being the first to' address'^the 
meeting. Vj :., , . " ■ 

Mr. Krskine waa.laeforfe the 'electors 
as a candidate- because he .had receiv- 
ed many requests to run. He did not 
\vlah to go Into isehool , matters- at 
length, l)u(: should he be electfed. he 
would endeavor to do his utmost to 
further, every measure making to- 
\vard.s tlie improvement of Victoria's 
public schools. Increased accommoda- 
tion was needed and he favored the 
erection of a .school somewhere in the 
Spring Ridge section. Ue would cer- 
tainly favor the granting of all con- 
tracts 1)>- till! school board to Victoria 
firms and would be adverse to follow- 
ing the recent action of the boartl .ifji, 
letting contracts to outside parties. 
More Accommodation 

Ormond H, Charlton, also candldato 
for 'school trustee, referring to the 
importance of the' office of trustee, 
pointed out that suitable men ac- 
quainted with the needs of the city 
should be elected. The question of 
increased accommodation rested with 
the ratepayer.s. More accommodation 
was doubtless needed, and lie would 
do his best to get it should he be 
elected. An Ignorant ciliiien is, in tho 
broad sense, a costly one and any 
money e.xiiended on proper school ac- 
commodation was, he maintained, 
money well spent. Ho had liad soniO 
experience as a teacher and that 
training -would stand ifini in good 
stead should he be elected. 

On the question of free text books, 
he thought the government should 
provide them to the pupils. The gov- 
ernment could supply them at one- 
sixth the cost at which private con- 
cerns could do so. The present sys- 
tem entails great and unnecessary ex- 
pense. .Some objected to the same 
books being used by successive classes 
owing to the danger of the spread of 
infection, but Mr. Cliarlton though^ J i 
would be quite easy to do away with 
any such danger. ' • * 

Mir. Charlton, on the matter of a 
simpler course of studies, thought that 
several of the subjects now Insllsted 
upon could be better made-' 'optional, 
lie did not believe In cutting down 
the number of subjects . taught but 
maku the course iuch, that students 
could take, what br.anch of study they 
desired. 

Aldermanic Candidates 

John Meston, aldermanic candidate 
for Ward 2 and representative of that 
ward in the last council, vvas greeted 
with applause -ivhen he arose to speak. 
He claimed he came before the meet- 
liig as a member, of what the papers 
branded the worst- council in the his- 
tory of the city. If he thought that 
he "would not be there. He claimed 
he was always ready to do anything 
for the benefit of the ward, and while 
he was chairman of a coi-mnlttee 
which took Ills attention to another 
part of the ward he was still not for- 
getful of the needs of his own ward. 
Ho outlined his work as chairman of 
the cemetery committee, and declared 
it was due "to bis {;frorls that tho 
troubles over the cemetery at Ross 
Bay had been settled after former 
committees had neglected to do their 
duty. This work accomplished by him 
had not cost the city ,a cent. He had 
had $3,000 put into the estimates to 
build a retaining w-all along tho 
shore line at the cemetery, but owing 
to the law costs in connection with 
tile ^vaterworUs litigation the money 
could not be obtained for cemetery 
purposes. 

Aid. Meston also outlined the steps 
taken to improve the Quadra street 
cemetery, and told how he liad taken 
up the mtitter with the government. 
'I'oo much praise, he declared could 
not bo given to Capt, Tatlow, a 
genlleman who, the spealter stated 
amid ajiplause, -was a man of whom 
the province could be well proud, and 
one who had greatly helped the work 
of the cemetery committed. 

After tho Papers 

Everybody was salislieil, Aid. .Mes- 
ton declared with his work In the 
council. He crillcli'.ed the jiajicrs for 
the statement that no works of im- 
portance had been accomplished. The 
chief matter w.-i.s the waterworlis, and 
that, he claimed, had been handled in 
the best and most expeditions man- 
ner, and the bylaw was now before 
tlu^ ratepayers on all of whom he 
called to vote f'lr the nieasiii-(\ 

it had liec-ii fm-ced u|)0ii lilui, Alil. 
Mr.';ton, to show that lie wa.-^i a busi- 
ness mail. The past ciaincil had liecn 
dubbed an unbusinesslike aggregation, 
lie ])oinlc(l to bis success in business 
to show that he also could be (-ailed 
a business man. 

He declared there was a coal com- 
bine in the cit^•. and i)rices are rising 
e\-(n-y year, (me of tlu! candidates in 
Ward 2 was a. rn.Miibcr of the combine. 
He claimed that Rlcluird Hall had 
gone to the legislature and endeavor- 
ed to have the franchise taken away 
from the women. Was that what 
could be called progression? Heask- 
cd his hearers not be led away, but 
to vote for Mr. Spraggc and himself. 
Free to Act. 

i'.icliard Hall, candidate named (ui 
the i'l-ogressivc ticket, stated that this 
was not Hie first time he had ap- 
pe.'u-ed before them, but It was the 
first time in his forty-nine years' resi- 
dence In the city that ho had asked 
for the votes of the electors as alder- 
manic candidate. He sa-iv, no reason 
why he should not be there. Ho canio 
before them absolutely untrammeled 
and as tho candidate of no particular 
class. vShbiild be ;arid the others on 
the Citizens' Progressive ticket ' be: 
elected' they 'would go to" the pro-vln-' 
cial government and ho wna sure they 
could get the tax on ni(r(.'liaiidlse 
given to the city. Ho -was lu favor 
of beautifying Victoria, as the capitals 
of other provinces and <.>ttawa hud 
been beautified and ho was of the 
opinion that the proviuclul govern- 
ment would aid tlie city In this wm'k. 
TliiU'e was too much talic of shop. 
He had been blamed for the rise In 
tlAO price of coal. Ho had ■ nothing 



to do with that. As to the charge 
that he employed Chinese, It was true, 
but ' It resulted solely from the fact 
that v.'hlte men would not do the work, 
and ho had never "employed Chinese 
labor ,:where*hei'coBld,:,get:.whItfe> labor.

Pointing to the fact that the by- 
laws have been repeatedly defeated, 
he thought the reii.son \vas because of 
the confusion in the minds of the 
ratepayers occasioned by the wrang- 
ling in tho past council. The de|)lor- 
able condition of the streets called for 
attention. In spite of the talk of lack 
of money, tho city had given $7,500 to 
tho Tourist. Association; ,. "VVhile.. the 
work of the'-rfiisoCl£itl6n;'C'*'ia'a'-'d 
a good one;;;(that'i Sxpendltuyp' was : hot 
w-arrahted.'bl'He- ■&lso,'5:b6ridemned, the 
policy of vpvittlne . down;' boulevards' be- 
f (5re tlie "streets ' wCre improved. 

On th Wiitcrways question he could 
not see the object of going to Sooke 
Lake if, as It has been claimed. Elk 
Lake is sufficient for tho next twen- 
ty-five years. Nothing had been done 
as to the sandpits, an eyesore which 
the last council had done nothing to 
remove. Ho would give this his at- 
tention at once, if elected. He was In 
favor of the city paying a fair wage 
and .getting fair value for the money 
paid out. 

Improper Tactics. 

Mr. Hall clajjJied there w.as too much 
i-iiud slinging. There w;is no reason 
wliy tho gentlemen named on tho 
Citizens' Progressive ticket had less 
right to come out as candidates than 
any individual. No man ever had any 
string on j being ieleoted,. the . speaker 
declared,' ahd'the disposition shown by 
many of picking Individuals to pieces 
should cease. What was wanted In 
t)ie council were men wlio would at- 
tend to the city's business as they 
would their mvn. To a (lucstlon, Mr. 
Hall declared that ho was In favor of 
those paying a direct tax to city hav- 
ing a vote and those who did not do 
so were not entitled to exercise tho 
franchise. 

D. Spraggc wanted to make it clear 
at the outside that had he listened 
tc his family he would not have been 
n <'andidate for alderman, but he Wa.-; 
out because the north eiul of ".i.ls Ward 
simply had to have representation on 
tho council. He claimed that sec- 
tion was in a bad state. He would 
admit that It wag the same al! over 
the city, but if ho should be returned, 
he would lind out why it -svas so. He 
declared he had spent his own time 
.and money to get the ratepayers to 
vote on the North Ward park by-law. 
'I'his by-law had passed and today 
tJie i)ark is ah assured fact but H must 
he flnislied to give a playgro-jnd fpr 
tho children. He declared he did not, 
seek the office, rather the office soug'nt 
him. 

Air. Spragge took a fling .at Mr. Hall 
who ,he averred, had promised to sup- 
port him and then had consented to 
run on the Citizens' Progressive ticket, 
i\lr. SpratTge waxetl Indignant over 
what he termed the unwarranted ac- 
tion of those vviio started the move- 
ment towards the formation of the 
Citizens' I'rogrcssive Ticket. He de- 
clared the whole movement was done 
for the sole purpose of ousting Mayor 
Morley, but be stated that should Dr. 
Hall be elected he would gi\-o every 
support to him in every measure tend- 
ing to the city's good. He would do 
the same for, Ji'layor Morley should the 
latter bo elected. 

Talks of Monopoly 
Mr. Sin-agge declared he had always 
been the friend of Air. Hall who, ho 
thought, had no right to run when 
he (Mr. Spragge) vvas in the lield. lie 
I admitted that he was employed by tlie 
j Standard Oil monoiioly, but he claim- 
I ed that .Mr. Hall also was in the same 
! bo.'it. He went Into ancient history to 
■ prove a coal monopoly existed. Hi; 
; claimed coal prices here were higher 
i than , those for the same product in 
i San Francisco, anil decl.ared ho had 
I been Inforuied tluu Mr. Hall had 
! stated that If he were elected to the 
council and Mayor Morley were mayor, 
ho (Mr. Hall) vvouia "smash his face.' 

"Its a deliberate lie,' exclaimed Mr. 
Hall, while cries of "Spragge, take it 
back," resounded from every part of 
the hall. Mr. Hall declared emphati- 
cally that such a statement was a lie, 
that should be bo elected to the -noun- 
cil and Mayor Morley were mayor, he 
(Mr. Hall) would ."iupport the mayor 
in every measure for the benetlt of 
the city.- 

Mr. Spragge Backs Dovm 
Mr. Spragge finally was forced to 
take back h's statement, and Was 
promptly answered by Mr- Hall When 
he asked If Mr. Hall voted In favor of 
giving the franchise to the Women. 
Mr. Hall stated he had and when Mr. 
Spragfge further went on to say that 
Mr. Hall had declared that those who 
paid no taxes were "flotain and 
Jetam," Mr. Hall declared that .^Ir. 
Spraggo's statement was quite correct, 
that unless a iierson paid taxes ho, or 
she should not he allowed to vote. .Mr. 
Spragge made a lengthy appeal for 
i votes and he was pri'parod, if elected, 
to give fair treatment to whichever 
mayoralty candidate should be elected. 
An Independent 
Alexander M. Bannerman. candidate 
named in the Citizens' Progressive 
ticket, was of tho opinion that the rate- 
payers should take a keen Interest in 
I ci'-ic miitlcrs. He was out on his own 
I rospunsibilitv. II ' had aimoimced 
I himself as a (•andidale belor,' the ticket 
i was Issued. He had been asked by 
i those behind the ticket to allow Ins 
name to be added and alter looking 
over tho names considered that the 
slate was one auyoue cmild bi> proud 
lo be upon. Mr. Hannerinan desired 
to mak(! it clear thai he was tied up 
I lo no jiiirtv or interest and bis whole 
attention would he directed to the fur- 
therance of the clly's best lutcu-ests. 
He had been on a trip e;ist recently 
and mnnv of IIkisi^ whom he had met 
referred to the had condition of the 
streets here and the ina.d(Miuate water 
supply. It had hi'cn claimed by tln^ 
present council that there was no 
money, but yet Ihii Tourist association 
got $7,'rino. Jlr. Haiiiierman stated that 
the government would surely let the 
city ha\-i' the inK <"> merchandise. It 
w:is oiilv fair that part of that rev- 
eiuu! should go to (Ixlng up tho streets. 
As to watorworlts, the city sliouUl 
have supiilied tlie water e.xpert in tho 
nrst place with all necessary informa- 
tion, instead of having to bring him 
buck to go over tho whole, indijoct 
again. Ho considered that .Blk lake 
was the proper , source of ■\yator.; sup- 
ply. , But he -was iivorse td.'.borrowing 
$56,000. for the purcha,se 'ipf' meters. 
'The iirieters ■ \y,tlJ Ms); but(:about ten 
years';? iTlie' itesult - wouid jbe i'that ijco - 
pie nfty years fifpniX riqwji'VWbuld be

Would Not Withdraw 
Mr. Bannormun told of how he hiid 
met Mr. Meston aiul Mr. Spragge, at 
the suggestion of liiH friends, and then 
Mr. Siiragge suivgested that he (Mr. 
Hannerinan) had hotter move over to 
Ward four. This proposition Mr. 



Bannerman could not accept. He had 
ho apology for entering tho field. He 
had air the time necessary to attend to 
the ward's business. i 

To a question Mr. Bannerman stafed, 
that he v/as not a issldent pt Ward 
two, but his business wflsilpoated and 
had been located in Ward two for the 
past eleven years. 

Was a Progressive 

Mayor Morley was well received 
wlien he rose to speak. He referred 
tho electors to his' annual report, in 
which the full record of the year 
could bo seen. He claimed he had 
given his whole time and energy to 
the council work, ho had never been 
late at a council meeting, and his 
work has come from the heart. He 
declared he had been trying to instil 
progressive methods In city: -^voi'k. The 
so-called progressive ticltet vvas in- 
itiated by Messrs. Matson, Ker, 
Barnard and Col. Prior. The loss oc- 
casioned In the law suit with tho 
waterworks company was occasioned 
by : ex-Mayor Barnard, and how that 
could be charged up against the last 
council was more than he could 
understand.- ' , , 

Thp..mayor oalimed . the -oltfy had; 
never been as prosperous as during 
the past two years, andivlie'ver had 
there been so much -vvorlc .ahead for 
tho working man, this due: tO' tho pro- 
gressive council, which adopted tho 
local . Improvement .' system;:' Com- 
plaint had been" made of- the streets. 
They were bad, '<no doubt, but. every 
year they were Just as bad. The 
•jnethods adopted in past years had 
resulted in the present unsatisfactory 
conditions. It has been, he claimed, 
only within the past year that any 
serious attempt had been made to 
improve the streets. He outlined the 
manner in which tho council intend- 
ed to improve tho streets, and claim- 
ed that under the local improvement 
plan tho people get what they pay 
for and what will improve the value 
of their property, ;inil guaranteed that 
if the local improvement idea wore 
carried out it would result In a de- 
crease of two mills per year In tax- 
ation. He claimed if it had not been 
for the condition of Government 
street the cry against the streets 
would never have been raised, and 
yet the "two miserable sheets of this 
city" had been harping on this ques- 
tion and cast reflection on the mayor 
and council. . , 
Averse to Criticism 

As to waterworks he thought it 
about time , to stop , .criticizing the 
scheme, and get do.\vn to. work. He 
claimed i that Mr. A'dams . had never 
changed his opinion ., on the. scheme. 

declared that the "bosses" slnaild 
mot be n Mowed to dictate what tiio 
city .shoulv) dc Its the way of getimg 
water. Ho appealed to the tslectors • 
to vote for the bylavv,,- and claimed 
the Ssqulmalt Waterworks Comii.-iny 
was endeavoring to hold; 'up' the city. 
The talk of- -want of" confidence was 
rot. A few men had been, allowed to 
control the majority of the ratepayers. 
He said the city intended to Improve 
the North Ward park, and would make 
it a credit to the ward... 

Harking back to the street problem 
the mayor stated that, the reason the 
work had been delayed was on ac- 
icount of the'lack ofjlabor, but no 
doubt by the time the' next, council 
took office -.the number of workmen 
W6uld be 'added to, while the >v'ork on 
'"a-oVemi'ihent street pavement ;;wo.vtld 
commehde im'mediat'el'yV '''He '.cjalmHd 
that every bit of the work- bialng done 
by tho, council was all of a perman- 
ent nature, and averred that the 
boulevards would be properly kept up 
by the city. 

Takes Fling at Papers 

Ma.xor ?,lorlcy stated that the 
])apors had been purposely niisreji- 
resenting him aiul the paper which 
supported him. He wanted to say 
that with the exception of one small 
article in tliat paiier he had never 
seen any of the matter befiu'o he saw 
it published. I-Ie was not opposed to 
the gentlemen named on the Citizens' 
Progressive Ticket, and was very 
friendly inclined towards Dr. Hall, but 
he claimed the ticket was a fraud. 

The mayor thought it wa.^ not fair 
to the gentlemen named on the ticket. 
Ho again cfalmed he did not seek a 
third term and told how he had at the 
last moment been urged to run but, 
but while it was a wearisome work 
.and while he had been misrepresented 
by tho papers yet he had gtVen h!is 
heart's blood and was willing tp con- 
tinue the work if elected. He declar-

Gets Good Reception 

Dr. I.,ewis Hall was given a good 
reception on rising to speak. He had 
no apology to make in coming for- 
ward to seek tho suffrages of the elec- 
toi's of ward two.

.-(•ok snjiport If the electors saw fit to 
givl^ it. lie rcfei-red to the in.-iinua- 
tlous iigainsl himself on the question 
of the CIth'.cus' ProgTcsslve tickr^t. 
Those biMiiud the ticl<et had not 
brought him into the field. i!ut they 
had endorsed him and he was jilcascd 
lo know that some of tile most repre- 
sentative citl/.ens of the cil.v- l)cliu\-cd 
in Ills canilidature. I!ut he \\-as .-^tand- 
iug- .sohdy oil his own record, and it 
w;is on that that he wished to be 
judged. .\'o iiui' ciHild s,-,iy liut that he 
bad .'ilwa.v-s taken the kci-ncsl iutcri'st 
in thi^ iiioi-al \velfar(. of the cit.\-. 

Regard lug the slatctuont made by 
tho uia.\-or that many of tbo.se on the 
ticket would not su|)iioi-| him if he 
sbmild elected. Dr. Hall declared 
emphatically that ever.v one iKiuied 
on the ticket, if elected, would support 
him as they would anyone who might 
lo elected mayor in e.verythlng that 
pertained to the wclfaire 'of the city.

: No: Money for Lights

would have been made. 

Regarding the water works lie (uit- 
Uned the steps taken by the council to 
bring the present bylaw before tho jico- 
plo.

There 
was not, • however, ■ i'^5^ iiiecessity - of; 
borrowing $56;0.00 for- flfty'^years to buy 
m/dtersl . ^ If ' they '.are purchased they 
should:;be- pufohased /as needed and 
paldjfd'r? out-' it* otirrent . revenue. But 
meters of a life of ten years being paid 
for by money borrowed for fifty years 
was not business. If the bylaw passed 
it would not be considered wise to sell 
all the debentures at once in the pre- 
sent state of the money market, but 
enough should be sold to allow of the 
erection of the reservoir.' The bal- 
ance would be disposed of when the 
monetary situation improved. 

For Clean City. 
Aid. Hall was sure that the foolish 
reports put in circulation , Would have 
little effect 0.1 tho ratepayer?. He 
would stand on his record and Ifith^ 
electors wanted Mm they could;jliaye 
him. The msitter rested solely ^wlth 
them. Ble refiUzed "that he had tp- 
make a sacrifice but he was -willing to 
give his 'best effort to the welfare of 
the city and he was, glad to see that the 
ratepayers- were taking such" a keen 
linterest In civic matters. His Interest 
was sho-wn' by the fact that those gen- 
tlemen who proposed the Citizens' Pro- 
gressive Ticket were so keenly Inter- 
ested. It was a healthy sign and tho 
more citi'/.ens there were wlio became 
keenly interested in civic iiolltics tho 
better. 

Aid. Hall again emphatically declar- 
ed he was a'osclutely independent and 
no corporation or person had tho 
slightest hold upon him.

Dr. Hall, when ask-ed why he was 
associated with llu; Kcntlcmen mi tlu^ 
l'r(J!;rcssi vc tickcl when Aldiu'men 
(Ih'tisoii and Weston, Uvo such earnest 
workers fin- tcmi )ei-ance and nnnal 
reform were not named on the ticket, 
st.'ited that hi- stoorj on his own record, 
and be ilcfled anyone to point where 
ho had failed in promoting the mm'al 
welfare of Victoria. In taking his 
scat Alderman Hal! was loudly 
cheered. 

in replying, Mayor Horley claimed 
the city's reijrosentatives in tlio pro- 
vincial legislature, were the projier 
persons to .get the return of the mer- 
chandise tax, and stated that it was 
a catoli-penny proposition.

Tolographing' of ; Portraits ' .Will Soon 
Be Sussessful. 

Tlie progress;: of : Professor Korn, of 
Munlcli for telegraphing iilcttii'es de- 
Iiends upon the woll-known fact tlnit 
selenlnm varies In its conductivity of 
electricity, according to I he ;ini(uint of 
light which falls upon it. A Illm of 
tho portrait or picture detflred to be 



reproduced wasj .mounted'.on ^a cylinder 
in the ''transmitting apparatus.:- A- rav 
of Ught »from a vacuum lamp waa fo- 
cuissed through tho lilin on to a tj^isiu 
within the cylinder and refracted to a. -;: 
selenium plate below. On sloWly re-. 
volving. tho cvluidor the light playing 
on the selenium plate varied in in- 
tensity and caused a corresponding 
fluctu;ition or puLsation of the electric 
current passing through the plate. 
This current, by an apparatus revers- 
ing the process at the other end^of tho 
s.vsteni. w;is made to produce corres- 
ponding llnctuat'ions in light upon a 
sensitive lilm, mounted on a cylinder 
which revolved at exactly the '.-sai-nu 
speed .as the one at tho transmitting 
station. In tlii.3 way, as the beam at 
the transmitting station passed 
through successive points in the origi- 
nal , }lim, the light value of thCjia 
polnts,.was ftilthfully. reproduced-4n.,. >4 
reverse or' 'riegatl-ve' :: at the rebeivin'gfi-j"f 
statid'u-!

Since then there 
have been a number of other inven- 
tions along the same line -.vlilch make 
it probable that the day is not dta- 
tant when the telegraphing of, por- 
traits or pictures for commoi'clal or 
police purposes will be successful.

ability, and 'suggests a method by 
which the necessity of a signal or code 
for ordinary messages may even be 
eliminated, and an automatic telc- 
graiib instrument -produced- I^or ex- 
i ample, it is claimed that tho hand- 
writing of the ordinary telegram can 
bo exactly reiiroduced, and that tho 
systimi will transmit as many as 300.- 
000 to 500,000 letters per hour, accord- 
ing as the ai)paratus Is used in simple 
or duplex connection. :rhc speed at 
which blocks can be prepared will be 
inferred from tho fact that the appar- ,,^ 
ntus \vill engrave a block four Inches 
by seven In one minute.

CANON BEANLANDS 
LECTURES ON ART 



Interesting Address to Mem- 
bers of Alexandra Club- 
Business Done

Me was listened to with the 
greatest attention and Interest by all 
])resent. 

.A.t the tdose of the lecture a number 
of the audience asked questions or 
made remarks on paintings they had 
seen, and there was some discussion 
on the best mode of educating the taste 
of school children. 

Mrs. Hasell asked for an >;xpresslon 
of sympathy with Admiral Beaumont 
on the death of Lady Beaumont who 
\va.s' the founder of the lltciary society 
then called the Tuesday club. 'i-lio 
resolution was passed by a standing 
vote. At the next meeting of tlie 
Literary society. Col. Appleton . will 
give an address on .lapanese art, illus- 
trated by an exhibition of painting.s, 
which will be on view Jit the rooms 
all day. , . 

Canon Heanlands : in' ibcginning his 
address informed hife Hearers that it 
was inipossiblo without continually and 
minutely exarjiining original works by 
the best masters to become a judge of 
pictures. 

No amount of reading or familiarity 
with photogiMphs cf the paintings 
could compensate for this training. On 
the other hand there were many who 
were not destitute of artistic feeling 
who could perambulate all the art gal- 
leries of Europe without pleasure or 
satisfaction. And the ultimate test of 
any artistic production so far as the 
Individual is concerned Is how for and 
In what way it has the power of afford- 
ing him delight. All forms of delight 
are baaed upon the gratification of the 
senses. The senses are capable of a 
great degree of educational develop- 
ment. The higher their developniimt, 
the more Intense may be tiielr gratlll- 
cation. 

To look with delight upon a picture 
it is necessary that something beauti- 
ful iKi once and wdtiiout further search 
should appeal tlirongli the eye to tlic 
inner self. If it has to be sought for 
until it is found, suggested by the in- 
telligence to the e.\ e instead of by the 
eye to the intelligence then it Is not 
an artistic appreciation at all. It is a 
criticism. if an extonsloii of the ap- 
preciative faculties in the realm of 
pictorial art Is desired, a great many 
pictures must be studied in order that 
tho beauties of others may be at once 
grasped. 

Continuing the spcal<or staled that at 
the present day there is a danger of 
the untrained faculties being stuffed 
to repletion from the great number of 
pictures of all scht)Ols and every de- 
gree of merit which are available. 

The speaker advised narrowirtg one's 
syTupathies down at the first to th6 ap- 
preciation ' of some particular school. 
Bach has his natural protolivltes. Some 
are more susceptible to the sensuous 
charm of color^ some to the fascination 
of line, others to' the pleasure of pro- 
portion and mass, the basal qualities of 
composition, others revel In minute de- 
tails. There Is ho use. In outraging 
these predilections for there are as 
muny fashions In art as there are in 
ladies' bonnets. 

Find what sort of picture appeals to 
you iirst. ffind to what school it be- 
longs, Soa!£ yourself in that school. 
Learn about the men who compose It, 
tlieir training, their lives and tiielr sur- 
roiinilliigs and their aims. Learn to see 
with their eyes, to understand with 
their hearts. Look at every picture 
that emanates from them. When you 
ere charmed with one and have derived 
such pleasure as you honestly can feel 
it gives ,\ou dissect It in your Judg- 
ment. V'mii out wherein' lies the sec- 
ret of lis I'liarin.

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OUR BETTER WAY. 

The story of the terrible catastrophe 
■ in the' Pennsylvania: ;,tliieatr§, • as .,told . 
in our dispatches ' yesterday, coming' 
close on the heels of the senseless 
panic in an English theatre, seems 
to make it advisable to say a few 
, vwrds on the general subject b£ the 
behavior of audiences In case of fire 
or any unusual occurrence. In con- 
trast to these Incidents wo may refer 
to a little affair that occurred lu the 
.<3rand Theatre, In -this pity, npt very 
long ago. The wires "wete* 'crosse'd in 
some way and the insulation was 
burned off. Smoke was seen curling 
up at the top of the proscenium and 
' a i'Stpon& smell of burning Tubber per- 
vaded the building. Manager Jamleson 
vjant forward to the stage, told the 
crowded audience just what had hap- 
pened, assured them that there was 
iX^o 'danger, .>f.and, .said . that- if -. they, 
would keep their seatts tlie perform- 
ance would soon be resumed. There 
was a very largo audience, and al- 
■though the facilities for getting out 
of the theatre are .of the: best, a 
stampede might have 'been i' a'ccom- 
panled with accidents more or less 
serious. As far as was observed, no 
one left the theatre, and after a time, 
at the request .of sonieone, the cur- 
tain was raised to allow the audience 
to see how things were progressing- 
on the stage. The showing being sat- 
isfactory, the audience kept their 
seats, andflin.;.a>short.jtlmei<tlie rcjiirtain 
was raised ''xigalh ati'rt" the entertain- 
ment was resumed. The story of this 
incident ought to be told all the world 
over; for it is as fine an example of 
goqd sense on. the . part ofva manager 
and an audience as '-can -be' 'very well 
imagined. Lot us hope '.that- this will 
always Ije ^'ictoria'.■s way lii tlie case 
of similar occurrences, . 

Speaking ofr our ;nla?ifesirot'5public 
entertainment,'" w'e . think cianf be 
i'airly claimed that they are.Avell pro- 
vided with exits in case pf';_Qr^Tgsing 
the ordinary exlts,__and^ttt-»tijii*Ver\- 
leisurely fashion prevailing liere, the 
largest audience that can be got Inio 
the Victoria Theatre gets out of the 
buildmg in six nunules. In that space 
of time even a fierce fire could make 
no serious headway in the building. 
With all the exits in use' and fully 
used, for some of them are little u.seil 
•owing to the apparent do.<5l.rt. -n the 
audience to go out by way of the 
jnain entrance for the sake of chat- 
ting with friends on the way, antl If 
the audience chose to hurry a little, 
every one could get out of the l,mild- 
ing in about tjvo minutes, and prob- 
ably In less. This being the ca.'jo, 
tijei-e can hardly be an occasion when 
there would be the sli,g!iteKt excuse 
for a panic, and to guard against any 
such a possibility we take this o|)- 
portunity of impres.'iing upon the 
minds of the people who attend that 
theatre the brief time requisite for 
every one to gc^t safely out of it and 
Into tlie street. Under .>--uch circuiii- 
.sfance:^ there is no more ilanger to 
any individual in the theatre in case 
o£ a fire than there 'would be to the 
s^me individual In his or her own 
home. As far as the smaller theatre.s 
arc concerned, our ini'orni;ttion is that 
they are amply provided with exits, 
and as ihey arc all upen the street 
level, tlie ease with which th^y can be 
emptied is very great. But the host 
Ciiuipped hiiildini;- in the world is un- 
safe if audiences lose their heads, and 
.60 we . commend the Grand Theatre 
Incident to the consideration of every 
man, woman and child who reads The 
Colonist.

' GEORGE ANTHONY WALKEM. 

The n'atne of George Anthony 
Wlalkeni is writ laVge across the 
earlier liistory of British Columbia. 
He was a innn of more tlian ordinary 
talnils, and he was at the front of 
.affijir.i at a more than ordinary period 
In the history of the province. The 
Colonist gave' a sketch of the leading 
Incidents of his career y^esterday 
f-,iorning, but it conveys an inade- 
riuato idea of the part played by him 
In tlu days when he wa.s in active 
■pQlitics. He was courageous, reso- 
lute and resourceful, a firm 'believer 
in the soverelgji rights of the people 
and -well-informed as to constitutional 
methods. Indeed there was no as- 
pect of public Ufa in which lie took 
;? afKeener Interest than. In the develop- 
t:ment of •constitutional government In 
this province, and during the .some- 
what strenuous times, when Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Mclnnos was In office, 
ho frequently compllmontod the Col- 
onist upon Its treatment cf the Issues 
then dlscus.sed. 

George A. "Walkem entered the Mc- 
Crelght ministry, which was formed 
In 1871, and lasted Just a year. It 
was succeeded by the De Cosmos 
ministry. In which the subject of this 
sketch was attorney-general, v;hloh 
post he had fllled in the preceding 
) 



In his speech at the Spring Ridge 
meeting. Aid. rullerton, who by the 
way scarcely extended the covir- 
tesles of the occasion to speakers 
from other parts of the city, seeing 
that he occui)lcd very inuch more than 
his share of the time, informed his 
hearers that the C. P. R. and the 
Board- of Trade , are behind the Pro 
gresslve Ticket. As an Alderman of 
.the City of Victoria and as a gentle- 
man, who expects to lie credited with 
common honesty, Mr. Fullerton ouglit 
to be more careful about what ho says. 
It is absolutely untrue that the C. P. 
R, ,w. the Board .of T,rade are- behind 
the Progressive Ticket, ahd" It Is not 
true that they had anything whatever 
to do with its formation or have been 
at any time consulted In any way con- 
cerning -it • Mr.' FuUertoh'.is simply In- 
venting an Issue In the hope ^hat 'It 
will catch the votes of those who do 
not always talcc the trouble to ascer- 
tain the facts. We do not say he has 
said what , he knew to We- .untrue, but 
only that Ke has asserted something 
for which there is absolutely no foun- 
dation. Our complaint against him is 
that he was not careful to ascertain the 
truth before making a false statement. 

As the C. P. P.. has never, so far 
as >y.p i are, a>v,ar.e?.. ta.ken, any. part in 
the muplclpai polities of Victoria, we 
do not propose to say anything abo'.it 
its right to do so. Our own view Is 
that it ouglu to keep religiously out 
of 'such Imatt^rs.- , JBuli- the' Board of 
Trade Is Smother thing. The Board 
of Trade is comi)Osed of more than 
two hundred residents of Victoria, all 
of whom have perhaps as great Inter- 
est in the welfe.r.e,,of the city .as Aid. 
Fii.ilerton, afra""li'avS just '^as . good k 
right to act individually or collective- 
ly in municipal matters as any other 
•~nilal number of citizens. The hi.story 
of the Board .shows that it has been 
a very useful institution, but It has 
no politics, either Dominion, provincial 
or municipal, and has never engaged a.s 
a body, directly or indirectly, In any 
campaign. If Mr, Fulierton does not 
know this, he is singularly ignorant 
of what transpires In this city. We 
are not concerned specially about what 
he thinks or says, except so far as it 
may serve to create false impressions 
in the minds of electors. Discussing 
the Store street matter he said that 
the merchants .were. subservient to the 
O. p. R. It would be Interesting to 
linow where he Imbibed his extraor- 
dinary notions of the mainsprings of 
human conduct. He reminds us of a 
committee that waited upon the Col- 
onist a.fewtmonths/.ago to impress up- 
on It the error of Its ways in a cer- 
t.iln sub,iect. The committee said that 
Ihoy liad con.sldorcd the (luestlon in ail 
its bearings, and had come to the con- 
clusion tliat one of three reasons must 
Influence tlio paper. They stated the 
reasouH and awlicd vvhlcli of them it 
was, Tiiey were aaiicd if there might 
not !)!• a fourtli ri-;ison, but positively 
refu.sed to ljulievc in sucli a po.s.sibil- 
ity, and uskpd what it could be. When 
told that It was... barely possible that 
the Colonist might be honest In Its 
expressions of opinion, they protested 
that .such a tiling was impossilile, for, 
said the .spokesman of the committee: 
"If you were honest, you would 'think 
as we do." Alderman Fullerton, and 
in this respect he represents an ele- 
ini-nL of every community, absolute- 
ly refuses to believe that a man can 
differ from him and yet be honest, 
ii^very one else than he Is influenced 
by unworthy .motives.; He alone stands 
out as the Honest Man. 

In all seriousness this is a very un- 
f(jrtiinate condition . of things, It is 
unfortunate that any man should at- 
temp't to set up class distinctions in 
this community. ' The ' effect of such 
camp'aignliig. If followed to Its legiti- 
mate conclusion, would be to divide 
llie city Into two hostile canijis, ar- 
i-ii.ved against each • Other,,, no,t;.'pn ques- 
tiim of ])olicy, not on ''matters affecting 
file business, interests of the' muiiici- 
[)ality, but on an ethical princl|)ie, 
namely, tiie honesty of men, wlin do 
not iKiiipen to think as a certain few 
do. Wc liave not reached such a 
stage in Victoria, because the people 
to whom such appeals are made know 
liow utterly wltiiout foundation they 
arc, but it Is high time that the elec- 
torate put down its foot upon such 
demagoguery.

the Japanese. La Pa trie's, correspond- 
ent concludes his letter by remarking 
tliat "if tlie Americans persist in tlieir 
pretentions, it means war." There is no 
room to dispute' that for a moment, if 
the officer Is voicing the sentiments of 
the people of Japan. .The little cloud 
on the horizon is growing.

I'hough we are by no moans 
blind to its difflbultie'5, we .atfe. inclined 
to thlnlc that it . is exaggerated In 
aome quai'tor.'S. We nvb told that tho 
policy of Kuccessivn British govern- 
nieuts, and even the policy of the 
present government at succes.=lVe mo- 
ments, has been inconsistent. It is 
sal(.l, further, that the consent of the 
imperial govel-ninent to the exclusion 
of British subjects (such u.i Indians) 
from certain portions of the empire is 
an imperial incoiisisteney or contradic- 
tion. "\Vo ca^nnot entirely agree with 
either of these Indictmeuts. "\Ve wel- 
come tli<! suggostiou made in tiie 
Times that tho whole subject should 
bo CDii.-iiiered by tho secretary to the 
Imperial conference, with a view to 
tho a.doption, if possible, of'some policy 
Which should harmonize conflicting 
Interests. Tho suKgcstion is welcomed, 
We note, in Australia,' '.'as, a means of 
oxplalninff.-to the 'Central ithperial au- 
thorities'- v •iViiy '•■4ustraiia^.?^.and'>^': other 
threatened ^colonies' regard; the'.rtestrlc- 
tloiC ot Asiatic immigration as impera- 
tive." It is needed-as a means of ex-^ 
plaining to the colonial authorities the 
desirability of clfefitlng' such-, restric- 
tion; or rbgulatioh: ^V■.ith ' a, due.- . regard 
to Imperial intei'ests' and responsibili- 
ties; ■

The guiding of the 
people has been left to men In wliom 
it is Impossible to have much confi- 
dence, men without any fixity of pur- 
pose, "driven, hither and thither by 
every wind ot doctrine;" men unhap- 
Iiily not actively influenced by strong 
patriotism. Babbling of an impossible 
pseudo -humanitarian cosmopolitanism 
Is, common In our streets, and Eng- 
land, with the Te.st of the civilized 
World, is being threatened by the in- 
sidious advisers of Sociallamt whlcl^, 
after, years of subterranean worfe, has 
at last come out In the open, bringing 
not merely the thpeat with It of th^fr 
overthrow of capitalism, but also ojt 
the destruction of religion ai)d the 
family generally. As we have recently 
had reason to point <nit, ths Socialis- 
tic advice h-r'.s lieen met with half- 
hearted indifference. Wo aro confident 
that this indifference will pass away, 
and for our part we oxj)ect to see in 
litn.S an England the best of whose 
citizens will stand shoulder to shoul- 
der against this Continental heresy, 
Inspired with the amliltion to see a 
liritish Euiiiire uiitorn by Internal dis- 
sension, strong and res))ected abroad, 
free and prosperous at home.

For fifteen years connected with the 
local educational matters in Victoria, 
Angus B. McNeil is offering himself 
as a candidate for school trustee. He 
feels that should the ratepayers o£ the 
city elect him to the office bis etf- 
perience in school matters will he of 
benefit to the city. ; . 

■ Mr. McNeil is of the oi)iril6n;ihaf;;:'in-- 
creased school accommodation Is Im- 
perative to meet the congested condl- 
tlonH which exist In the various dis- 
tricts and that early and adequate 
provision should be made for the in- 
flux of population which Is taking 
place. There are a groat number of 
people from tlie east and the old land 
making their homes ' In Victoria and 
they looic for and expect the best of 
schools whereat their children can bo 
educated. To do this It is necessary 
that the city should provide the nocesr 
sary funds and Mr, McNeil guai-antees 
to fully explain any by-law that may 
bo placed before the ratepayers before 
asking tlieni to vote upon it, 

Hitlierto the city of Victoria gradur 
uted a large number of teacher^ from 
the local high school and college, but 
there, are .not. so many inojy-.. on ac- 
count of- 'their haying toi,' go.' to the 
Vancouver Normal schiool. The ex- 
pense and risk- of sending young peo^ 
pie away from home -l precludes many 
from taking advantagp of that schooj: 
JMr, McNeil favors urging upon thp 
provincial government the necessity 
of estalilisbing a normal .school in Vic- 
toria as is the case in other provinces, 
lie also favors giving tlie loc:i.l to.acli- 
eis llie first opportunity to prove their 
proficiency in the ])rofoRsloii and \t 
tiicy malic good to jn'ovlde them with 
position.5 as far as pos3il)le. The very 
best of teachers arc noodetl and only 
such sliduld be engaged but the local 
tcacliing body have the first claim. 

From Ills lon^: experience In the 
teaching profession, Mr. McMoil i.s of 
the opinion that tlie present course of 
study 1.5 altogether too crowded. As 
there are so many subjects the young 
ichildren cannot oonpentrat© tlielr ef- 
forts 'and attention 'on any one or a 
few subjedts. He f£^vorar a reduction 
in the number ofrsubjecta so.as to glvp 
the teacher more -time to thoroughly 
teach the more'jlmportant subjects and 
give the cbUil , som^tHIhg' that' will be 
of benefit when he gbes'' bOt ■Jnto the 
world. 

■ With reference to the question of 
salaries. Mr, McNeil claims that there 
is no systematic method adopted by 
tlie local school board. When in- 
creases arc con.^idered they are not 
considered according to any scale or 
system and it looks, ho claims, as if 
the teaclior with the beat pull gets the 
increase. He Is in favor of the e,5tab- 
lishment of a minimum and maximum 
saV^ry with graduated Increases after 
the teacher had proved his or her 
eiriclenny on the. staff. 

Mr. McNeil favors the thorough in- 
spection of the schools from the health 
and sanitary standpoint, Not only the 
childr^'^k'BuWtaijrconnectea;' -with' the 
schbdlst.shTOia «£eii ripgiiUwlS ?e:&i4inea 
so as to prevent the possible disseml* 
nation of/dlsease. ' To effegt this eri9 
the nity council should be urged to ap- 
point some official whose duty it 
would be to look after this important 
worlv. 

The demise of the late Dr. Eaton 
makes It necessary, Mr. McNeil con- 
siders, to appoint, as soon as pos.=ilble, 
some one to succeed him. He favors, 
and if'^elocted shall endeavor to got, 
a practical man — one versed In every 
j department of school work. Before 
he can be of the fullest a.isistance 
I to all the teachers the superintendent 
j must have bad the necessary exper- 
! ienro. The theorist may be all right, 
j luit ho will not, Mr, McNeil thinks, liU 
j the place of the man witli the practl- 
I cal oxperienco. It is necessary for the 
I school board to separate the two of- 
fiecr.s of superintendent and secretary 
of the school board and Mr. McNeil 
favors such a step.

Tiie annual report of the Carnegie 
library board for the year ended De- 
cember 31 last has been prepared and 
.submitted to the city council. The 
report shows that the past year lias 
been a record one in tiie number of 
books issued, the increase being no 
less than thirty-four per cent, over 
the previous year, and wnile the great 
majority ot tlie books taken out. are 
those of notion there has been an inr 
crease in the number of boolis of more 
.serious nature, while the reference 
department, has • also been called upon 
to supply a larger number -of .ireadors. 
The report Is. as follows;' ' ■ ■; ■ 

Gentlemen,-— The.'.- commissioners of 
thefCarneglet'llbrary beg to 'preaent to 
you-their' annuai'treport;-:for the year 
endifig December 31, 1907. i ' 

The library has- ■ apparently '-met 
with' increased • appro batlon'-from ■ the 
reading public, JUdging-from the largo 
acoessioh In *th5 numbers ' of those 
who use 'it; ' -The -librarian' reports a 
total Issue- of 'thIrty-:tour- thousand 
■vojumes, being ardally 'average of 
I0i).;i. an Increase Of 34 per cent, dver 
last year. 

About two thousand new books 
have been added to the coUectipn. Of 
these 1,210 arc works of current lic- 
lloii, the rest ar(; ■ miscellaneous 
literature, including biograi)liy, travel, 
poetry, science and Belles Letters. 

Notwlthstand^g tiie,' rather discour- 
aging fact that ninety per cent, of the 
woijks tdken out' a;;^ei.,nttveW, the com - 
jnlssioners' . repbrt .with .'.satisfaction 
that there Is a considerable increase 
in' the number of readers consulting 
the reference department. Tiicy feel 
that when the practical utility of this 
derartnient is more widely Icnown 
there will be a much greater demand 
upon its rasouro'es, and they are 
anxious to greatly extend its useful- 
ness, so that it may become wortiiy 
of the attention of all students. With 
this aim in view they purpose appro- 
priating one of the upstairs rooms, 
over the men's reading room, the cor- 
responding one, on the opposite side 
to bo used for the Juvenile depart- 
ment, and the connecting room be- 
tween to serve, as a librarian's for 
the new assistant, who will thus be 
enabled to attend to both. For this 
purpose they would recommend tlie 
e;irly appointment of a second assis- 
tant, and the apportionment of a 
special sum for salar.y, for it is evi- 
dent that; the present staff cannot be 
su])plemented out ,of the limited funds 
at the disposal of the commissioners 
without curtailing expenditure on new 
books to a disastrous degree. 

As with tho small -itpff and great 
increase of readers, the work of 
issuing books 'under the present sys- 
tem is slow and very laborious, an 
Indicator up to the capacity of 4,000 
volumes has been procured, and will 
be put in operation as soon as pos- 
sible. This apparatus, which is being 
very . exten.sively employed in public' 
libraries, enables applicants to see, 
without cbhsiiiting the librarian, 
wlicther the boolc they require is on 
the shelves, and wlicn its return is 
due. A great convenience will there- 
for be provided tlie novel readers as 
they will no longer be obliged to till 
up lists . of alternative Avorks. 

The reading rooms are well attend- 
ed, the ladle.s' evidently becoming bet- 
ter known than heretofore. To in- 
crease tlieir usefulness various small 
improvements have been made, as 
from time to time suggestions have 
lieen offej-ed by frequenters. Better 
and more cliairs have been provided, 
;i,nd stronger lights have l>oon in- 
stalled. Some of tlie magazines 
which had been shared between the 
two rooms are now dniilicated. In 
relation to this the commissioners 
regret that they are compelled to 
draw public attention to the pr.actice 
ot abstracting magazines and papers 
wlilcli lias been .shamelessly indulged 
in by persons of bdfli sexes. It is a 
painful reliection that in this respect 
tho honor of some readers appears to 
be so little worthy of the trust im- 
posed upon them. -If delinquents In 
this matter would realize bow great 
is tlie imputation oast tey: their con- 
duct upon the Injiocent mass of -read- 
ers they would doubtless - abstain from 
what at -tlie time -may 'seem to'^hem 
a very trivial offence. 

The commissioners., are considering 
the preparation of»a new catalogue 
upon' a modern, and permanent sys- 
tem, automaticalljf i expansive, - It will 
be a labor of some time, and they 
must" beg the kind forbearance of 
readers under conditions which the 
pceuliar state of the. library two 
years ago imposed, and which it has 
been. Impossible soon'er to remedy. 

They feel -that Dr. "Hands and his 
smair staff desen'e the' thanks of pub- 
lic for having labored conscientiously 
to fulfil the heavy demands made 
upon them. 

They desire to thank the book com- 
mittee of the Trades and Labor 
Council for their courteous assistance 
In providing lists of teclmical works 
of use to ;:peclal crafts; also to thank 
the authorities of tlie Higii school for 
valued assistance in the selection of 
books needed for advanced pupils In 
literature, . • . 

While regrettliig •t;hat, they liave-not 
been able on "every occasion to ac- 
cede to requests' inado for particular 
publications they desire to thank 
those who have tendered . suggestions, 
roailslng. that tho 'piibllc ,can best be 
served by a ready attention to reason- 
able criticism.

HINTS ON HEALTH 



If the hands are not ^ootl and tile 
nails badly .slia])ed try to improve tha 
la tier by training the cuticle. Every 
night .-soak the lingers in liot 'vate'r 
for live minute^. Then with nn 
orangewood stick press back the cini- 
clo to lengthen the nails. Afterward 
rub in cold cream. Do not omit this 
or the soaklngr will make the cuticle 
very dry. 

Violent blowing of the nose is a 
source of clang-er to the ears and not 
infrequently causes temporary deaf- 
ness by closing- the auditory c'an;il. On 
the other hand, sometimes the ears 
may be cleared when temporarily 
stojipcd by holding the nostrils closed 
with the lingers and then making an 
effort to blow. The air making its es- 
cape find.s no outlet through the nose 
and so rushes to the ears thus often 
clearing the passage. If one effort in 
this direction, however, accomplislios 
nothing, it should not bo tried again, 
for the rialc of doing- harm to the ear 
drum becomes too great. 

Of all seasons of the year, iliis is 
when earache is most liliely to occur. 
It is a piiinful aflliction, wiiicli is the 
keenest kind of torture Id old oi' young. 
In cases of severe earache, rcmeniber 
notliing will give instant relief any 
quicker tiian this method: Siitiirale a 
piece of cotton with ehl'iroform !jn<l 
oil of cloves. Place in the l)o\vl of a 
clean pipe. I^ay the bowl t.gninsl the 
child's car and gently blow the fnincs 
into the ear. It is almost instantan- 
eous in giving relief. Have a bag of 
Halt or hot water and covoi- with a 
soft cloth. Let the child lay with its 
head on the warm bag-. Bathe the 
back of the ear wUh ciiloroform with-- 
out the oil in It. Of courae, if the ear is 
gathered, the roiyedy VfUl .only give 
temporary i-elief, arid a' doctbr's .ser- 
vices will be needed, but for mo.sl 
cases this will be helpful.

Iler men must think and study 
not alone that they may heap up coin 
but that they may develop the high- 
c.sts type of manliood. Religion, art, 
learning, culture — these are some of 
the things to which wo must aspire if 
^■ •■i- |)eople are to live through the ages. 

In the building up of this nation, 
women have a great work to do. To 
fill the minds of the young with high 
ideals is their work. If tlu:!y are mean, 
selfish and frlyoloua, they cannot do 
this. In this . ooiintry the education 
of the youth of both 'sexes Is largely 
in the hands of women' at that time 
of their lives when their hearts are 
tenderost and their minds most 
plastic. It is then doubly incimibent 
of the women of Canada to see that 
no toacli of vulgarity, no taint of ini- 
purity shall be fouiul in the ideals they 
put before those who are to'' be the 
future builders of Canada, 

In Mrs. Jenkins the city lia.^ a candi- 
date whose record as a school trustee 
entitles her to public confidence. There 
are many maltci-s in connection with 
school management where a woman's 
advice is valualilo. because she is a 
woman. But apnrt from this, Mr.?. 
Jenkins' experience and her businos.s 
ability render her a valuable jnembrr 
of tlie boai-d of school trustees. It is 
to be lioped that no effort will be 
spared to secure the return.of one who 
liaa proved a very efficient public ser-

The Montreal Witness, jsaya that 
CanadlfUlB are guilty Of mw% slovenly 
speech. This in not only the case 
among uneducated people, hut amouR 
those who .should know better. Most 
of this Is the result of carelessness in 
the home. It is surprisin.g how hard it 
is to overcome habits of speech ac- 
I quired In childhood. A man may 
' spend years among cultured people 
' but unless he talics far more pains 
'• than the average man, he will fall into 
' the old habits of speech in moments 
' of e.-ccitement or wlien off hi.-; guard. 
There Is, then, tiie greatest need for 
mothers to watch the si)eecli of their 
children and to see that they do not 
ac^luire ungrammatical expressions. 

The English langmige is a great in- 
heritance which Canadians should en- 
deavor to i-)reserve. There are those 
w-ho look upon the correct use of lan- 
guage as ;i niiitlcr of indifference.

WOMAN_^ WORK 

At the Cathedral schoolroom yester- 
day afternoon His Lordship Bishop 
Pei rln addressed a meeting of women 
on the Pan-.\iiglic;)n congress, its aims 
and its mode of oi)eration. 

His lioi-dship said at the outset that 
tlie spread of the Anglican church 
iln-ougiiout tlie world was one of the 
most wonderl'ul facts of the nineteenth 
cenlu ry. 

One lumdred years ago tluM'c was not 
an Anglican bisho)) outside tlie United 
Kingdom, now there were dioceses not 
only in all the colonies. luit in every 
p;i;-t ol' till- world. Tiie l';|)iscopal 
church of I lie l!aif -ii i-itates was the 
daughter of llie Cluirch of l-highind and 
w.'is in full communion with the mother 
church. 

'I'lio liishops of the whole cliurcb 
were summoi-ied to a conference every 
ten years. This conference was simply 
a meeting for the dlBCUssIon of ques- 
tions interesting to the church.

decided .t<^ return to the old custom 
and hold tiho conference In 1908. Four 
years ago;Bl8hop ?Montgomery- hadipro- 
posed that ; at the time of the Pan- 
Anglican conference a congress of 
clergy, laymen,; women .shoulcl be held. 
The plan had boon ridiculed at lirst, 
but It had gone on and now in every 
diocese inr the communion preparations 
were being made to take part in the 
congress, which is to meet in West- 
minster Abbey on the 15th of June. 
,Slx delegates are to represent each 
diocese. The meetings are to bo held 
in Albert hall, and the most important 
subjects are to be discussed. 

In St. Paul's Cathedral on the 2-itli 
of June a thanksoITerIng from all parts 
of the world will bo presented, the 
money being devoted to the advance- 
ment of tho work of the Anglican 
church throughout the world. As the 
bishop. Rev. ii;. G. Miller and Rev. G. 
W. Cooper would be in England at tlic 
time they would represent the diocese 
of Columbia, the other three delegates 
would be cho.'-;en at a later date. The 
meetings would be open to men and 
women alike and tho sid^jects would be 
discussed by both. 

Under the heading of the church and 
human thought all subjects which we 
were accustomed to look upon as reli- 
gious would (3e considered. The bishop 
believed that women as well as men 
were troubled by doubts. Many excel- 
lent papers had been prepared on sub- 
jects dealing with this part of the 
work of the oonferess and a study of 
them could not fall' to be beneficial. 
Under tho head of the church and so- 
ciety, 'the i^ractlcal slfle of the 
church's, work would' "be dealt' with. 

It was * decided thkt the women of tho 
Anglican' churcl; in Victoria should 
meet on the lOth- oit February to con- 
sider some .of these subjects, which 
were of 'special interest to women. Mrs. 
Luxton, Mrs. Burn's, "Mr^. ' Cooper, Mrs. 
Millar, the' Misses Tprnor and 
Liawson were appointed a committee to 
persuade ladies to speak on the eub- 
jects that would be brought before 
them in a short address by the bishop. 
These subjects included marriage and 
divorce, gaih'bling. the employment of 
women, the education of children and 
some others. 

The bishop's address whicli was con- 
versational in style and of which the 
foregoing is an Imperfect summary, 
was replete with information and was 
listened to with earnest attention.

Apple Short Cake 
.Mal;e first .-i rich iigiit iiisciiil crust, 
h.andllng it as little as po.ssililc, or a 
light plain jiuff jia.-itc. Roll in two 
layers. lane a jell>- c.-ikc tin wilh one 
layer, sjiread it evenly with butter, 
and idace (he other la,\cr im to|i of it, 
bi ing careful not to iircss the layers 
together. When liaked in this way llie 
short cake can be .s(>pai'M tc-d casii-- 
iiud is apt to be lighter than if cut 
while hot with a knife in order to 
put in the filling. 

For the filling for the short cuke 
make an apple sauce "as follow3: Pre- 
pare first ti tnin syrup and thoiouglih 
season It. ■ Lemon peel, nutmeg or 
cinnamon are favorite flavorings. 
When the syrup Is rea'dy drop .In tlie 
peeled and quartered apples and when 
cooked mash juid if necessary ptit It 
llinuigh a colander. Thi.s is added to 
lli(^ cake for filling and a layer is 
r.pread over with the stiffly-hcalcn 
white of an egg and set In the oven 
long enough to lightly tinge. Cream 
may lie .'served with this as a saiici'.

"My dear daughter: You have just 
entered into that state which is re- 
plete with liaijpiness or misery. The 
issue depends upon tlial prudent, ami- 
able, uniform conduct wliicli wisdom 
and virtue so strongly recommend on 
the one hand, or on that Imprudence 
which a want of reflection or passion 
maj- prompt on the otlier. 

"You are allied to a man of honor, 
of talents and of an open, generous 
disiiosition. 5'ou liiive, therefore, in 
your ])Ower, all tho essentia! ingredi- 
ents of happiness.

BASEBAIL THIS YEAR 

Strong Local. Syndicate Will 
Take Hold '.and. Put' In a ■ 
League.Teann . 

Vancouver, Jan. 14. — ^Vancouver will 
have a team in tho Northwestern Base- 
ball league this coming season with- 
out a doubt, providing the proposed 
amalgamation of the Pacific Coast and 
Northwestern circuits into an eight- 
club organization is not accomplished. 
This city is too good a ball town to 
bci permitted to gd without a league 
team according to the league directors 
and if tho amalgamation of the two 
coast leagues ia not olTected Vancou- 
ver will surely have a team. 
V Tnere^'iare' any number of prominent 
qoast.vb'aseball men who are eagei* to 
ta,ke., a . chance on backing a team in 
tills city but it is hardly likely that 
outside capital will be requisitioned to 
prdylde tho team. A syndicate of 
jirominent local l:asoball fans has been 
organized to take over the franchise 
and overtures have been made to tho 
directors of the Recreation Parle com- 
pany in this connection. A conference 
has boett arranged to take place this 
afternoon between the representative 
of tlie syndicate and the directors to 
discuss the deal nnd there is a strong 
probability that it will go through. 

The gentlemen connected with tho 
syndicate who i5roi)oso to take over 
tiie franchise and players of tlie local 
players are all well liuown in Vancou- 
ver sporting and business circles and 
they should be able to make a success 
oC the venture if they take It on as 
seems likely now. 

In this connection a Seattle paper 
rises to remarlc tliat "the men who 
backed the A''ancouver club In the 
Northwestern league last season aro 
surely a queer lot. They have an- 
nounced that they are J;hrough with 
baseball, but when anytfia talks about 
taking over the club they make it ap- 
pear that tliey still want to control 
the affairs of the team, but want some 
one else to put up the coin. 

'"I'hero will be no trouble about or- 
ganizing a company to back tlie team 
there, but .the men who ran tlio club 
last year cijntrol., the. only ball grounds 
in that city.

"The Vancouver men have nothing 
lo soil, as the francliiso belongs to the 
league All the Vancouver fellows 
have is tho park, and they will have 
no trouble getting good rent for It, If 
they will show a reasonable spirit. 

"Vancouver is a good baseball city, 
the men who backed baseball there 
last year are good sports, but some 
way or another they have got the idea 
that they got the worst of it last sea- 
son. They have no one but themselves 
to blame for putting Jim Evans, a 
theatrical man, over tiie head of .Parke 
Wilson, .a practical baseball man. I-Iad 
Wilson been given any authority he 
wo\jld have made a showing in Van- 
couver that would have satisfled tho 
backers .of the '.teSiiA'^bUt'' with Evans 
Standing' oy^^e. hi*'SMtS a dlu6;'he was 
helpless.- '-•• 'S'' 

"Then' Con^'Struth'ers was' brought 
out at a ,saliary of $250 a month to sit 
on the bench. Instead of tryltig to 
strengthen up the teaim and make a 
showing. Con put in 'mist of his time 
ribbing up prizefights.' If the Van- 
couver fellows would put the club in 
the hrmds of a capable man like Gus 
I-Clopf or Ralph Frary or other who 
have been mentioned, they would have 
no cause for complaint, for witli ,a team 
that could win even half its games, 
baseball would bo given a big boost 
In Vancouver and the owners of tlie 
club would nialce some money. 

"Tiie directors of the league are not 
worrying a bit about Vancouver, for 
that is too promising a field to go un- 
cultivated. Tliere will be no trouble 
finding men with money to bade a 
team there, the only qiiestion is in 
picking out tlio right men."

Montreal, IJan. 14. — A special London 
cable says:'- Commissioner Ricliard 
Griggs' report on Canadian trade, ad- 
dressed to Mr. Lioyd-Goorgo, president 
of the board of trade, will bo published 
tomorrow.

The feature which perhaps 
will attract most attention Is a frank 
avowal ot the value of tho Canadian 
preforence in the assistance of British 
trade. He .strongly supports evei-y 
measure to quicken the transit, of 
goods between England and Canada 
to offset the nearness , of the (Jnitod 
States. He also urges the phoapening 
of cablegrams. The British manufac- 
turer must more ' often vigit Canada 
hlmself„rarid, glye 'danadlans' what they ' 
know they want ratlieir tfian what he ' 
thinks they ought to want. He must 
adopt American standards with 'which!; 
Canadian engineers and architects are 
familiar, and also Canadian currenidy. , 
They must provide Jjetter and fuller, 
catalogues of goods.'and also grant 
more elastic terms of credit.

Griggs does not favor imitation by] 
Great Britain of the United States 
consular system in Canada, but re- 1 
cotnniends a system of British coram er - ! 
cial correspondents in ' the leading 
Canadian centres.

Scott iast Tuesday killed an- 
other negro by shooting and made his 
escape. Ho admits he is the man 
wanted, but says it was done in self- 
defence. 

Pittsburg. Pa., Jan. 14.— The crime 
for which John Scott, colored, a form- 
er city employee of Pittsburg, was ar- 
rested in Liindon, Ont., was the most 
sensational in the criminal history of 
Pittsburg. 

About Tue.-iday, January 7, Scott 
killed his foster step-father, the hus- 
band of a woman wdio had taken Scott 
from the poorhouse and raised him 
decently. The name of the murdered 
man was Granville Davis, aged 4S 
years, who was considered tiie best 
dressed colored man in Pennsylvania, 
and lie and his fo.^ter step-.^on fre- 
quently quarrelled over dress. On 
January G the two had a bitter fight 
at Davis' home. Both were arrested 
and loclied up over night. Ne.xt morn- 
ing botli were discharged by the po- 
llco court judge, who, with a laugh, 
suggested that they fight It out pri- 
viitely. 

Davis went at once and had a war- 
rant sworn out charging Scott with 
disturbing the peace, and accompan- 
ied a detective to iiis own home. He 
pointed out Scott, who tiicn fired, 
shooting the detective and injuring 
him seriously and killing Davi., in- 
■stantly. Scott then niinle his escape.

PRIWCESS BEATRICE'S TRIP 



liner Sprang From Launcli at 
•Jedway.and Was Drowned

The steamer Princess Beatrice, Capt. 
Hughes, returned^- to -port: yesterday 
after tlie. stormiest, passage she has 
had since" slid 'starte'd sfervlob. "For two 
days, while a gale blew at the rate of 
:;:Over 60 miles an hour from the south- 
•!, east, afterward veering to' the soulh- 
•iWBsi, the vessel was' tled up at Jedway, 
"Queen Charlotte islands. The steamer 
iVadso'caught the full force of the gale 
when In Hecate straits and was seveve- 
■ly' -buffeted. A steam launch, carried 
, 'on deck, brolce from its lashings and 
before it could be secured was broken. 

"When on her way south the Princess 
met the gasoline launch Blola, a sixty- 
foot power 'launch which was purchas- 
ed at Vancouver recently for the local 
trade of the Queen Charlotte islands 
with headquarters at Jedway, the 
growing town on the northern islands. 
The JiJlola was spoken at Bella Bella 
on Sunday, being in charge of Capt. 
Anderson, of this city. He 'intended to 
take the vessel to Metlakatka by tlie 
inside passage, rrun -across the Sklde- 
gate and proceed 'to-' Jedway-tby^inland 
waters. 

At Jedway news was learned of a 
tragedy. W. Doran, a miner, who was 
hurt while at work in the local mines, 
while temporarily insane jumped over- 
board from the small steam launch 
City of Jedwa.v, used as a fcrr.v craft. 
Doran, who was being taken to Jedway 
to l;e sent down for incarceration in the 
asylum, suddenly sprang from the 
launch which wa.s ljucking against a 
strong wind. Before the vessel could 
be brought around to where the unfor- 
tiinato man had been la.st seen he was 
.seen to throw up his hands and sink. 
His trunk \vas brought' south and 
turned over to the provincial police. 

The Princess Beatrice,- which landed 
ino tons of ore from the Awaya-Ikeda 
nnne.s of the Japanese at Ik^da bav, 
l)rought news that the Japanese minors 
have struck a very rich lode in tlie 
lower tunnel.

months, arid for 'the present the im- 
provement In shipping which so 
many expected, has. been delayed. 
, "Our Board of Trade returns, al-; 
.-.though very large,, show signs " of ' re-^ 
,'action, and this, together with the 
;large output this year of steam ship- 
ping, compels us to regard the pros- 
pects for; cargo steamers for 1908, as 
anything but prom.lsing, unles.s 
freights improve In the autumn. The 
amount of new tonnage added to our 
registry for the year ending Decem- 
ber, 1906, was about two million tons, 
but in contrast to this for the year 
just ended, although the figures " are 
not yet published, we anticipate tho 
output will be about 1,600.000 tons, 
most of which were contracted for 
prior to 1907. 

. "Orders for now steamers except for 
liners, are now very scarce; most 
builders have already felt the strain, 
and are very anxious for work, so 
much so that the competition is much 
keener than It has been for a long 
time past, and prices are fully G per 
cent lower than they were twelve 
months ago. The price of steel has 
fallen at least 10 per cent per ton, and 
with other material, must go atlU low- 
er. Wages are also on tlie downward 
grade, and we cannot help but antici- 
pate a further decline^' of prices In 
190S.

bought much below cost price, and 
cheaper than they could be built. 

".Second-hand steamers are coming 
into tlie market In considerable nuni- 
liers, and must naturally deijreolate in 
value, as bu.\-ers are presently very 
scarce, and with freiglit.s almost pro'- 
fltley.<, except cliieri;.- from the plate 
and the II. S.. it is difticult to find re- 
inuncratiyt! ciiiij|<j.\-inciit. Let us hope 
tlial the financial clouds that present- 
ly darken the horizon will .woon dis- 
perse and so clear llio atmosphere, en- 
abling us to (luicidy ;uid succ<'ssl"u||y 
(leal with tho surfeit iif lonnage oil 
tile market, tu wlilch we iiiu.st attri- 
inite lint lu-eseiit dC])re.-;.sion. 

"That J907 has been a disappoint- 
ing year to shipowners is undeniable, 
except for the liners engaged in tli(> 
American and some few other trade;', 
which have ' done fairly well, and 
which, wo hope, will continue to do so 
In 1908. The stream of emigration 
lia.s suddenly commenced to flow Jroni 
wc.it to east, instead of mainly fioui 
east to west, and is greatly helping 
tho large iiassenger steamers.

The new ferry liner, which is being 
built for the C.P.R. to alternate with 
the steamer Princess . ; OTctorla, , Is 
In frame at the Palrfleld /yards 'On the 
Clyde, according to -advices 5- received 
in tho city It la expefite'd that tne 
platinp wdl go fOrWard ■ Quickly and 
that the \essel -will be delivered this 
autumn on the Clyde ready for the 
long voyage around the Horn to Vic- 
toria and will probably reach 'Victoria 
about a year from this month.

Capt. Carter was the only 
member of the crow who left his post, 
he having resigned and Capt. Living- 
stone, of the .steamer Dirigo, has taken 
his place. The trouble continues how- 
ever, and while it has not interfered 
greatly to date -vvith the operation of 
vessels is causing some delays. 

At Seattle the Puget Sound Naviga- 
tion company, which is afliliated with 
the Alaska Steamship company, has 
secured from the sujierior court an 
order temporarily restraining members 
)f the American Association of Masters 
and Pilots from interfering in any way 
with the vessels operated by the com- 
pany or with tlie employees of the com- 
pany.. 

The complainant alleged that mem- 
bers ofx the -association, since the in- 
ception of wage troubles, January 10, 
had agitated Its employees to quit v,'ork 
and. In one case, had assaulted one 
man who had refused. 

The union men regard the action as 
a i^recautloary measure, as the owners 
htive announced they will employ east- 
ern and non-association men on their 
steamers. 

At a special mceliiig of tlie marine 
engineers held ai Seattle it was unani- 
mously voted to hold out lor last year's 
wage scale as applicalile to tho vessels 
operated on .Puget Snuml and formal 
recognition of their iniioii. The men 
arc now worlcing niidcr a temporary 
agreement, tliougli receiving tho old 
scale. However, tin.' owners, while tem- 
porarily giving this wage, say they will 
not under any circunistiirices make tlie 
agreement permanent and tliat not uniy 
must a cut - be submitted to by the 
eiifiinocrs in the near future, but that 
liiey will not deal with the engineers as 
union riien.

;Retiring IV|aster of Ship Lydgate Says

Captain John Law of the ship Lyd- 
gate,. .who has, retired^ from the sea, 
has" written an -Interesting letter, In 
which he sa:ys it lis Inefficiency rath,er 
than undermannlng that handlcap.s 
tho p-ritlsh shipping industry. The 
gist of what Captain Law has to say 
Is that Inefficiency, and not under- 
m.9.nning. Is the cause of all the trou- 
ble. During the whole period of his 
sea service, he states, in effect, ho has 
never known .i case of undermannlng 
in point of numbers. When Ulierc has 
been any difficulty, it has arisen 
through the poor finality of the crew. 
Times out of number has he had to 
reduce sail through having an IneL- 
flclent crew, and ho implies that most 
other- shipmasters ^could^tell-va similar 
tale. On his last voyage home he had 
three A. ll.'s who were neither able'to 
steer nor to do any part of a seaman's 
duties properl.y. When the tinio for 
paying off arrived he refused to give 
these men a "good" discharge for 
ability. Two of them accepted the 
situation, but the third threatened to 
"knock his brains out." "Drink, of 
course, was the cause," remarks Cap- 
tain Law, and he adds that practically 
all the trouble which he has met with 
during his carei.'r as master has been 
due to the men's drunkenness. Tho 
upshot of ,it all is that after more than 
a third 'of a efeitiiry at sea, twenty 
years of that time sls niuster. Captain 
Law Is giving up the game In disgust, 
lie Is fond of the sea, and If he were 
sure of getting good men he wotild cer- 
t.ainly stay afloat, but the class of 
crew which he has to put up with 
nowadays Is too much for 1-ilm. As 
the Yankees .say, he "weakens," .and 
ere taking tip his abode on shore "for 
good and all," he sing.s his swan-song 
in the shape of his epistle to the Liv- 
erpool Journal of Commerce.

HAS WAR OF WORDS 



Mr. Gothard Has Not Much 
' Confidence in the Exe- 
'ecutives 



Vancouver, Jan. 14. — For two hours 
a merry war of words was wagred at 
the meeting of the Asiatic ExcUusion 
liOaguo last night. The discord brok 
out, however, after the real business of 
the meeting had been transacted, the 
adoption of the recent resolutions of 
the executive. 

Tho chief of those resolutions was 
tho request already .sent to John Jar- 
dine, " M.P.P., to movo on Thursday 
at the conclusion of the speech from 
tho throno, for tho susponsion of the 
rules of the liouse, and then to pres.

a Natal act, and Its . lniined}ato. en 
forcenicnt. 

Following this a committee of .?ix 
was appointed, one for each ward, to 
prepare for the next federal campaign. 
It was stated that the public school 
board was employing Aslatjcs' in cer- 
tain work at the (liawson street school 
and a motion was passed 'requesting 
yXho board to substitute white lal^nr. 
"^The city council will be asked to grant 
the use of the city hall to the leaguo 
fdr at' least one meetlns s y/eek. 
■ Rev." Dr. Fraser. President Von 
Rhelm, C. Lear, Mi-.'wilton, Mr. Wand 
J. E. Armis'haw, and Mr. Gothard will 
form a delegation which will attend tho 
international convention of cxclusion- 
ists, to be bold at Seattle on Feb. ;!. 

.T. E. Ar jilshaw will in future act 
as the leaguo'.s treasurer. In tender- 
ing: his resignation of that office, Mr. 
Gothard created the disturbing scene. 
}le followed his own glowing report 
of tho good work tho league bad done 
in tho municipal contest with a fusi- 
lade of charges of alleged incompetency 
on tho part of the executive, winding 
up a terrific harangue with a motion 
that tho executive resign and this 
challenge to the secretary: 

"You come down hero and I'll show 
\ou what I think of you." 

But Secretary Grant abiy met tho 
challenge with a dignified and scathing 
condemnation of tlio would-be disturber 
of the league. 

■ "Shortly after the executive began 
ita.work Mr. Gothard. displeased be- 
cause,. he couldn't have his way, said: 
"iil 'ihave- the president and secretary 
out '<)f this league or bust it." 

• "That," continued Mi". Grant, "seems 
still to be his aim." 

. There , was a, chorus of Ironical 
laug-hteri followed'^afiter another Tiour's 
discussion, with a motion by Mr. Wil- 
ton .all but iihanlfhdusly ■ carried, vot- 
ing full confidence.' In/ the executive, 
from which Mr., Gnthard . p'ow-iretires. 

■ ''That doesn't affect m'y ' status as 
a inemljer," quickly said 'th^ latter.

A\'ilh two up-to-date 
telephone syslem.s, two chartered 
banks, throe hotels and good schools, 
and when electric lights and transpor- 
tation facilities are furnished by the 
British Columbia Kloctrlc Railway 
company, to which tho inhal)itants are 
eagerly looking forward to having in 
the near future, the numlcipality of 
Chllllwack win more than ever deserve 
to bo called flu; garden .spot of the 
I'^raser valley, and the town of Chilli- 
wack be amp!.\- justUicd in adopting the 
moro dignilied name, to wlilch in a few 
months it will bo entitled, of the "Citv 
of Chllllwack."

The outlook in Canada does, not call 
for pessimism in spite , of the scarcity 
of funds, a mitigated'' trade reaction 
and the severe shoclis.Jiliat have been 
felt in the financial commun'tv all over 
the world, says the financial Post. It 
is not easy to ellmlnatb the salient 
fact tliat probably $50.ooo,ooo will be 
expended in. railway construction chir- 
ing the coming tvvelve months. Nine- 
ty-live per cent, of these fiind.-i have 
already been secured abroad, or will 
come iiy way of London. The question 
that confronts Canada is one of capi- 
tal. Th(i distribution of tills fifty mil- 
lion dollar fund will' not. necessarily 
mean any iileiititude of funds here. 
Bankers agree- tliat Jroin the Ioc:il 
viewi)oint easy money cannot lie ex'- 
peeted for inaiiy niimths. Then there 
is the problem of laox'ing the crop, 
which if the same untoward eondi- 
tli)n.< of iiiOT are not reiieated, is al- 
ready ill a iiosilioii for a. larger har- 
vest ill 'I'.iUS, owinK' to a twenty per 
cent, inel■ea.^■- in tlie pliuiglied area in 
the Northwest. 

A suceessrul issue from llie jiresent 
situation depends largely on our lOOS 
crop. ]f it is l:irye the strain ol' capi- 
tal reipiired for its movement eon- 
fronts the banks. The suggestion ha-s 
been made by a clever financier that 
given a large crop some concerted ac- 
tion must be taken by the banlcd. 
Heretofore tlio burden' lias fallen on 
the banks engaged In the grain trade. 
Under normal conditions the grain 
business Is profitable. ..The^djfliquity 
lies in the 'fact that it raay> assume 
such proportions that the banks im- 
mediately concerned will be unequal 
to the task. 

Tlie banking situation in Canada has 
assumed an extremely interesting con- 
dition. The country as regards facili- 
ties is already more tlian amply pro- 
\'i(led. The conditicui cannot be re- 
lieved li.\' llie establisliiiient ot more 
new liaiiks. owing to tlie great wast- 
age in\'olvi'(l ill building up a new 
buslnes.s. .So con.sor^'ative and sound 
a baiilter as H. ('. AlcljOod. general 
manager of the Hank of Nova .Scotia, 
has suggestiHl the plan of the govern- 
ment allowing l.iaiiks to issue circula- 
tion iigainst tlieir gold and specie. 
The lionie banks have already by fre- 
(luent increases of cai)ital garnered up 
ail the funds in Canada, that seem 
available for the time being. The dou- 
ble llabljlty oliiise Is 'somewhat de- 
terrent of ca.pital abroad, although 
there have been distinguished in- 
stances where b^nks have' 'secured a 
large access of new capital from elso- 
v.-here than in Canada.

Sir The Oak Bay municipality, hav- 
ing no waterworks nor source of sup- 
ply of its own, is at present dependent 
on the city for water. The city recog- 
nizing that the ratepayers and owners 
of Oak 'Bay' are in most cases ratepay- 
ers and in business In Victoria, that 
the interests of the ratepayers of botli 
niunieiiKilltles are prnctically Identical 
and tiiat the prosiierlty of each munici- 
pality la in various respects dependent 
upon the' other, has ^o far raised ao oli- 
.jectlon to any application py a resident 
of Dak Bay ' for a 'bofitfectlon with the 
city system. 

I>'or this liberal-minded policy we 
thank the city council. But though we 
thank the city, we are very far from 
content with the service. 

The causes of our discontent iire: in- 
sufficient quantity. Inferior quality and 
excessive" cost. 

We iiave so far endured our discom- 
forts putiently. lioping and till lately 
believing that matters were really going 
to be remedied. 

In summer our gardens die of drouglit 
and the appearance and odor of tho 
water is offensive. Worst of all the 
water only trickles In the pipes and we 
all realize that if our houses catch lire 
It certainly wont be the water that will 
put them out. At thc> end of each 
month we are startled ijy a bill of which 
the minimum rate Is $l.')0 and the max- 
imum as yet uiifatlioineil. 

It Is no exaggeration to say tliat the 
inferiority of the water .supply not only 
dcBlroy.s a great part of the pleasure of 
living In llie municliiality. but Is ;i 
never-ending source of e.xpense and loss, 
all the more annoying as nothing re- 
mains to show for it. ' 

"We are certainly not going to put up 
with tliis state of matter longer than 
is necessary. 

'I'he question comes to be what do wo 
rcciulre in a water .syste'iii, and wiiere 
do we expect to find it'.' 

What we reiiulre is simple. We re- 
quire plenlv of water Of irreproacliuble 
qualliv. We wimt no makeshifts. Wo 
don't want any system that I.s so in- 
adequate and uncertain that we are to 
be restricted in its use Id any partieuliir 
minutes or hours In the twenty-four. 
W'e (l<ni't want any system lli.at may be- 
come or is alreaily contaminated. 

We want our pipes running full win- 
ter and sunimor, with pari-, fresh water 
wllliout taint or ijacteria.. 

far the niatte.r is simple. One 
would think If one htoln't the daily evi- 
dence to tlie contrary that everyone 
wanted the same thing. 

AVlH-rc are we to get this? 

We are to get either from Sooko or 
Goldstream-^certalniy not from Klk 
lake. 1 do not wdsli to appear to recom- 
mend (loidstreani iis 1 am oni' of the 
smaller shareholders in the Ksqulmalt 
Water company. And are to get It 
either bv constructing a' Rystam for our- 
selves, or in conjunction wdth the neigh- 
boring municipalities of Saanleh and 
Vietoria, or by eontliniliig as a (-ustoiner 
of the citv 111 event of the' city's ohtain- 
Ing a proper antl adequate water sup- 
iilv. 

Peojile don't seem to realize that it 
isn't miM'idy Victoria that hasn't water. 
It is tlie whole of Saanleh and Ook Buy 
as well. 

The interests of all these iiiMiiicipal it les 
are Intcrdependentj and in the iiartlcii- 
lar matter of water — identical. Ono sys- 
tem. If It Is largo enough and good 
enough will do for US all and between 
us all Kurelv we can find sufficient 
brains and sufficient cash to Obtain a 
sujiply that will actually and finally 
satisfy our needs. 

Hut we don't want any makeBhlft, Our 
combined needs will bo large, and I am 
not so destitute of 'hope in the future 
of thin district as to believe tliirt 101k 
Lake in going to satl.^l'y our needs. 

So far as Oak Hay Is concerned I fo(d 
fairly sure that it will not as.slst In any 
scheme that isn't a final 'feettlcnient of 
tho water question: and I feel enually 
certain that It will a&elst In any- Bch^mp, 
that is. provided that such n sohemo Is 
obntroued by men of sense and respon- 
sibility. ^V. K. OlilVER.

■ All' that Is required Is to ifibtlfy the 
Esqtiimalt 'Water company that the city 
requires a' certain amount of water and 
they are compellod by an act of the 
legl.sla.ture l.o deliver the water within 
fifteen months after such application. 

The olty. ■wijl only pay for what it 
gets at the rate of Six cents per tliou- 
sand gallons and as most of this is sold 
to the ratepayers at twenty cents per 
thousand gallons, liie city will ninko 
a big profit on evcu-y galiou used. Tin: 
more water tlie city requires the more 
money it will make. If tills 1.-3 done '.ve 
will have ample water for the next live 
years. Hy th.at time we may be In a 
better position to know .lust what we 
want than at present. 

1 am strongly opposed *io borrowhig 
a large sum to'lnipi^ove JOIk lake wlii;n 
at best W(> can only ineri'ase the priiS- 
i.'iil supjily by 7,"i(l,doll gallons dally. 

Some of the jieoiile who ridicule tlir^ 
scheme I liave just outlined aril vei-y 
much oppo.sed to buying water by the 
gallon from any source, but in tlio iie,\t 
breath advocate metering the whole city 
and sealing It to the <'0nsiimer by tho 
gallon at threi' tinie.s what it .eest.s. 

The people of Vaneoiive-r are spi^ndhig 
large sumo to increase tho water sup- 
ply but they arp spending it on the 
mains, not on meters. 

If you AvIsli VIctorl.a to remain the 
"(.'ity Keautiriil" \'ote down the meters. 

SoiiK! two years ago 1 was Inter- 
viewed by The Times on the water 
ciuestion and at tliat time I oxpresHod 
my opinion freely. Aldernmn Fell's 
ideas and mine as expressed at that 
time are nlmost Identical, with this 
e.xc(<ption, that he advocates Sooko lake 
as a permanent source of supply, while 
1 advocated GoUlstreani. bi.dlevliig at 
that time It was the best, but If In the 
future Sooke lake is found to fill all the 
requirenionta, I am willing to vote for 
it. I am not posing as an expert but f 
do claim to know something of the water 
problem and I finnly believe it would 
be a suicidal policy to borrow a large' 
alnouiit of money to throw away on Klk 
lake.

At supper one evening in Brus- 
sels, where the Tsarevltoh . Paul was 
one of the guests, the ' 'conversation 
turned upon ghosts, etc., says T. P.'s 
\Veekly. Everyone had- some myster- 
ious tale to .tell except, apparently. 
Paul, who maintained ,a gloomy.' and 
signifloant silence. "And you Mon- 
selgneur," said the Prince de Ligne at 
length, turning- to, Paul, ''have you had 
no experience of the kind??' "Koura- 
kln could tell ypu the contrary," Repli- 
ed Paul. teventually they ^ot this 
story, not froin Kourakln, -but from 
Paul himself. ''One. bright moonlight 
night," tie -said, "when 'Kourakln and I 
were walking through the streets of St. 
Petersburg, laughing and talkl^hg. on 
anything but grave subjects, I-caught

Then 
Boubov, a former lover of Paul's mo- 
ther, Catherine, struck the Czar with 
his tabatiere. and several officers 
threw themselves upon the emperor, 
while one of them, removing Ills scarf, 
tied It tightly round the vlclim'a 
throat, twisting it till he was stran- 
gled.

Regulations Governing Exhibits in 
Event Four Years Hence. 

The general regulations which have 
heretofore been adopted for the Grand 
Exhibition of Japan, to be held in 

Tokyo in II)) 2, are as follows; 

The Craud I'JxhiljItion ot Japan Will 
be opened on tlie first day of April, 
]912, and will be closed on the 31st 
day of October of that year. 

The locatlo'n will bo the Aoyama 
Parade ground, in the city of Tokyo, 
first, socoiid and ihii^d blocks of Kit- 
amtu'lil, ,\oyama. The entire site of 
llie oxhibition will comprise about :i92 
lie res. 

All foreign govcrninents and |,eoples 
are invited lo )ia rt iei|)ate in this ex- 
liilMtioii. l''or the instalment of for- 
<!i,gii exhiliils, belonging lo the five 
i.lirf(-roni deiiartments of education, 
science, machinery, elerlricity, and 
ina nufaelured goods, soai'e will" be al- 
lotted in the exhibition buildings 
erected liy the administration office 
of the Crand l':xhit)ition of .Tnpan. 
For exhibits other than those almvo 
designated, any nation ma.\- erect a 
-separate building at lt.s own oxpen:;(>. 
No charge will be made fur space al- 
loted- for such building. 

All articles which shall be' Import- 
ed from foreign countries for the sole 
purjjose of exhibition, and not used for 
commercial purposes In this counti'y, 
and all materials for tho buildings of 
loreign governments, or special ex- 
hibition buildings and decorations 
thereof, will be adiiiitled free of duty. 
It is proposed to make a special ar- 
rangement concerning artk.'ies 
shall he iniporU^d from foreign I'.uui- 
trlos I'or sale at liiizanrs, or Ihhig.s 
intended lop aimisemeni ami show.s 
wliU-li are linlile lo (-ustoms dulv, and 
a hill to that effect will be intro- 
duced in tho next session of the diel.
